Thrills And Homespun Fun 


New Film, Delightful Vehicle for Sybil Jason, 
Guy Kibbee and May Robson : 


“The Captain’s Kid”, the First National picture, which opened 


at... the. peiccciaeesaet ic Theatre yesterday was roundly applauded 
by young and old—for it is a delightful combination of pirate 
thrills, homely philosophy, young love, old love, crook trickery and 


rollicking comedy 


and it includes two songs which are sure to 


hit the fancy of the crowds—‘I’m the Captain’s Kid” sung by 
tiny Sybil Jason, and ‘Drifting Along” crooned by the handsome

May Robson, famous on the Lon-

And the words must be unsophis- 
ticated, and yet not too nursery, 
or rhymish. But after we saw how 
Sybil Jason handled the songs we 
wrote for her in ‘Changing of the 
Guard’ we felt inspired about do- 
ing something special for her in 
‘The Captain’s Kid’. 

“We started with the thought of 
pirates and of the kid, Sybil—and 
that made us think of Captain 
Kidd.

Everyone had a good laugh, and 
the poultry having been soothed 
down again, the scene was made. 

That is, it was made up to the 
point where Shy, searching the 
stable madly for the runaway Sybil 
Jason, bumps into a white horse 
peacefully chewing hay in its stall.

He is frankly fifty and he’s fat. He says that if there are any 
men in the United States more unprepossessing than he is, he’d 
hate to see them gathered together in one convention. 


Like most great buffoons, Kib- 
bee is a philosopher, perhaps the 
most profound of those who have 
arrived at the picture pinnacle 
through despair and poverty. Trag- 
edy, that mother of comedy, was 
with him during many of the years 
of his youth. Out of the materials 
she gave him he has fashioned for 
his middle years a life of happi- 
ness and genuine success. 


It is a story to bring hope to the 
despondent, new courage to those 
whose ambitions have seemed be- 
yond attainment. 


The story had its beginning in 
El Paso, Texas, when Guy was 
born on March 6, 1886. Two broth- 
ers and a sister had preceded him, 
and four more boys were to follow. 


To understand Guy, you have 
to know something of his father. 
A printer, James Kibbee, moved 
to Roswell, New Mexico, after 
Guy was born. Launching a week- 
ly newspaper, Kibbee promptly 
proceeded to knock the breath out 
of the citizenry by exposing cer- 
tain “bad men”. “I guess the rea- 
son they never shot the old man,” 
says Guy, “is that he was the only 
man in town who never carried a 
gun. They wanted him as an ad 
for civic virtue. Or maybe they 
were just too sporting to shoot a 
defenseless man with a flock of 
ragged kids.”

As long as Dad Kibbee took pot- 
shots at individuals, nothing hap- 
pened more serious than an occa- 
sional warning shot in the sombre- 
ro. But when he denounced the 
town’s hobby, the trouble began. 


The hobby was lynching. In 
those days, lynching was an insti- 
tution in New Mexico. The towns- 
people felt that anybody who was 
against lynching ought to have a 
sample of it. 


It was one of those hot New 
Mexico nights when the crowd 
came to get Mr. Kibbee. Although 
Guy was only six, he remembers 
every detail, from the size of the 
rope to the orange blaze of the 
torches. He remembers his mother, 
telling the mob that if they were 
going to hang her husband they 
would have to hang her first. He 
remembers the Kibbee boys gang- 
ing up on the leader. 


“Personally”, Guy reminisces, “I 
nearly bit his ear off.” 


Money was scarce in the Kibbee 
family. Guy didn’t feel right about 
eating food which he felt younger 
brothers needed more. So, early in 
his teens he ran away. He hoped 
that he might become an actor; at 
least, he wanted to be self-sup- 
porting. 

Years of hoboing followed—long 
years of wandering with stock 
companies—and at last the Broad- 
way role in “Torch Song” which 
whisked him to Hollywood and 
screen fame. 


“T’ve found happiness,’ Guy 
says. “It took me fifty years to 
earn it. And now I have everything 
I’ve always wanted, doing work I 
like, playing golf and going fishing, 
having a swell wife, a Junior and 
a small daughter. 

“Maybe best of all, I’ve learned 
that it’s a good idea never to give 
up. If I lose everything I have, 
I'll keep right on trying, figuring 
that by eighty I’ll be on top again.”

Little Sybil was only a bit beyond two years of age when quite 
by accident she entered upon a course of training that was to 
lead her to screen stardom. None of us, I assure you, ever dreamed 
of such a thing for the youngster. It was not planned. It de- 


veloped naturally. 


She is the youngest child of my relatives, Mr. and Mrs. Jack 
Jacobs. They still live in Capetown, South Africa, where Sybil

was born. 

When she started to toddle 
about, they began to teach her lit- 
tle tricks for their own amusement. 
Recitations came first. “Jack and 
Jill went up the hill”—I think that 
was it, anyhow it was one of the 
Mother Goose things that was her 
earliest effort. 

The eldest girl of the family, 
Anita (now here in Hollywood 
taking care of Sybil), was then 
about 16. She learned a few of the 
simpler forms of tap-dancing, 
which was just then becoming the 
vogue among the Capetown girls, 
and Sybil used to watch her prac- 
ticing these on the veranda, and 
try out the steps herself. 


Singing came next. Anita and a 
younger sister and brother, like all 
youngsters of their age, knew the 
words and music of all the current 
song hits of the day—some of them 
British, others American—and so 
Sybil quickly absorbed them too. 

Her first audience, of course, 
were the immediate members of 
our family. They, were very care- 
ful not to spoil her by too much 
applause or too many compliment- 
ary words. As I have said, they 
had no idea of ever turning her 
talents toward the theatre. 

By the time she was four, she 
had learned to play the piano and 
to imitate actresses she had seen 
upon the screen 


Word of Sybil’s accomplishments 
spread throughout the neighbor- 
hood, then throughout the city, 
and finally she made a public ap- 
pearance at a benefit. I had left 
South Africa by this time and was 
in London as pianist with the Sa- 
voy Hotel band. 

Somehow word got to London 
about a clever little Capetown girl, 
and Miss Frances Day, British 
stage and screen star looked me 
up and asked about Sybil. I 
showed Miss Day some _ photo- 
graphs of the child and she urged 
me to bring her to London. 

After considerable pleading with 
her parents, they entrusted Sybil to 
the care of Anita, then 18, and she

came on to London. Miss Day got 
her a place in a charity concert, 
a film scout saw her, and in a few 
days she had a part in a comedy 
called “Barnacle Bill the Sailor”. 


In the audience watching this 
was Irving Asher, London repre- 
sentative of Warner Bros. He liked 
her work so well that he had a test 
made of her. He started for Holly- 
wood on business shortly after this 
and took the test film with him. 

Sybil had just finished playing 
in her second picture in London, 
‘Dance Band”, starring Buddy 
Rogers, when word came from 
Hollywood that Warner Bros. were 
offering her a long-term contract, 
and wanted me to cross to the 
States as her business manager and 
guardian, with Anita, of course, to 
take care of her. So we came, and 
have had a very happy home here. 


Sybil’s first picture for Warner 
Bros. was “Little Big Shot”. Her 
next was “I Found Stella Parish”, 
with Miss Kay Francis, and Ian 
Hunter, who, strangely enough, is 
another native of Capetown. This 
was a dramatic story. 

Then my little niece was given a 
very important part in “The Sing- 
ing Kid” with Al Jolson. 


Sybil remains totally unspoiled. 
She is a healthy, happy child, with 
the normal likes of her age, dolls, 
toys, mud pies, ice cream sodas 
and whatnot. Neither her sister 
Anita nor I pamper her in any 
way, and I can assure you that 
Anita properly punishes her when 
oceasion arises. Such occasions, I 
am happy to say, are rare. 

We don’t take her to previews 
of her pictures, for the crowds to 
stare.and shout at. She has seen 
those in which she worked, to be 
sure, but always in some quiet 
neighborhood theatre where her 
identity wasn’t discovered and no 
one made a fuss over her. 

I believe the secret of Sybil’s 
success is that she has not been 
forced. Movie acting is still to her 
just a game that she likes to play.
